Personal Sketches, 


GEORGE FRANCIS TRAIN, 


Mr. Train is indebted for his wide- 
spread =) casas to the speeches he 
made in Europe some years ago, and 
which were copied into the newspapers 
of this country as the novelty of the 
hour. Mr. Train really seit by these 
ringing uiterances to be bearding the 
British lion in his den; but the fact, 
which was made known in these col- 
umns afew days since, that these speech- 
es were delivered, for the most part, to 
a small circle of boon companions in a 
little chop house down the Strand, has 
served to dissipate any lingering im- 
res- 
pecting the smportance of these dinner 
speeches. Not that Mr. Train would 
not have delivered the same style of 
speech in the presence of the Queen her- 
self, if he could only have got the op- 
portunity. 

Like most men who speak with so 


tmuch extraordinary fluency, on all sorts 


of occasions, any where and every where, 
without preparation or even warning, 
Mr. Train sometimes gives utterance to 
He is, 
however, we sincerely believe, thorough- 


ly honest in his devotion to whatever 


hobby he may stride, whatever reform 
he may advocate. He has the rare 
merit of being an earnest, outspoken 
advocate of American institutions in 
whatever land he may be, and in this 
respect differs from the bulk of traveled 
Americans, who try to ape foreign man- 
ners, and come back to their own coun- 
try to sneer at its customs, its pronun- 
ciation, its dress, and all the rest of it— 
who think a man is a boor if he wears 
broadcloth trowsers in the morning and 
declines to say “hawf-pawst nine” when 
he means half-past. 

Mr. Train is a strict temperance man, 
averring that he has never once in his 
life tasted intoxicating liquor—a state 
ment which those who have seen him 
at a ceremonious dinner ean easily be- 
lieve. Having met him at more than 

as free as water, and other wines were 
lavishly provided, we never cnce saw 
him taste a drop, though perhaps every 
other man in the room was slightly ex- 
hilarated with these -beverages. But 
Mr. Train’s conduct in general is so 
eccentric that we have often heard him 
accused of being in a state of wild in- 
toxication; and when this was demon- 
strated impossible, his erratic conduct 
was attributed to insanity. 

One of Mr. Train’s peculiarities is to 
talk in rhyme, and the effect of this is 
someihing very funny, when he intends 
to be impressive. We once heard him 
ask a lady this double question: 

“Have you seen my charming daugh- 
ter, the fairest maid across the water ? 
And have you seen my blue-eyed wife, 
the prettiest woman I ever saw in my 
life ?” 

It was impossible not to laugh at this, 
and when the lady did so, Mr. Train 
felt very much hurt, and instantly said 
in a vexed tone: 

“Why do you smile at my verses, 
pray? You'd be very glad to make as 
good, I dare say.” 

Another of Mr. Train’s ——— 
is his respect for high-sounding names, 
spite of his strong Republicanism, and 
she questionable position in which he is 
sometimes content to place himself, in 
his endeavor to show that he receives 
letters from distinguished personage 
abroad. As an instance, during his 
residence in Liverpool he once gave a 
Fourth of July banquet, and with a 
coolness which is very amusing, sent 
letters of invitation to all the prominent 
men in England, including the Prince 
Consort, Lord Elgin, Earl Russell, etc.

He first re- 
ceived the benefit of the water cure from 
the celebrated establishment in Eng- 
land known as “Great Malvern,” the 
haven of liver diseased Bombay and 
Calcutta officers and their sickly wives 
and children. 

Until the physician left for his home 
in Switzerland, Mr. Train lived at the 
water cure establishment in Fourteenth 
street, near Sixth avenue, his wife and 
children residing in a handsome house 
in Madison avenue. Mrs. Train is a 
beautiful lady with light hair and large 
blue eyes, bearing a remarkable resem- 
blance to Julia Dean the actress. They 
have three fine children. 

As illustrative of Mr. Train’s intense 
patriotism, we may relate that on one 
occasion sent his wife on a ninety day’s 
voyage from Australia to New York, 
that their coming child might be born 
on American svil,as would become a possi- 
blefuture President of the United states. 
The journey was a most troublous one, 
and the lady came very near being 
shipwrecked; but at last reached this 
country in safety. The child was born 
and it was a girl. 

Mr. Train may often be seen at thi: 
opera with his wife, where the lady is 
remarked for the elegance of her toilet- 
tes, and the gentleman is conspicuous 
by his never-failing blue coat with brass 
buttons. He is a very tall man, but the 
stoutness which has come upon him in 
late years somewhat takes away from 
him the effect of his hight. He has 
black hair with curls in tight ringlets 
all over his head, light eyes and a long 
nose. His forehead and chin are both 
retreating, his profile therefure not so 
good as his front face; but Mr. ‘I. is 
very fond of having his face painted, 
photographed, and cut in marble in 
profile.

Grape, Mulberry and Cotton.

ing of the silk worm than is our ueighbor- 
ing State California. For several years 
past, a citizen of California, Mr. Pro-
